"I have given some thought to th 


problem of -how to dispose of th 
cases on the superior court calenda 
and yet not neglect the juvenile 
mothers' pensions and domestic re 
lations matters, as I feel that thes 
are very important and that _the 
must -have proper consideration 
The law in connection with th 
mothers' pension cases provides fo 
the appointment of a board of chil 
welfare, consisting of three mem 
hers, to assist in the matter of ex 
animations and investigations. Th 
members are to receive no compcn 
sation for their services, but will b 
reimbursed for their actual and nee 
essary expenses incurred in ,the per 
formance of their duties, the sam 
to be paid by the county. The lav 
also provides in connection with th 
juvenile court ,for the appointmen 
of one or more persons as specia 
probation 
officers 
to 
investigat 


childrens' .cases, to report to th 
court, and to represent the child in 
court, such persons to be called spe 
cial probation officers and to icceivi 
no compensation and not to be reim 
bursed by the county for any ex 
pensc incurred.

NAMES BOARD 


"As mothers' pensions and . juve 


Bile cases are both heard in the su 
perior court, and as the work in both 
classes of cases is closely interwov- 
en, I have concluded to appoint the 
some three persons to serve as a 
child welfare board and also as .spe- 
cial probation officers. 
Fortunately the women's organ- 


izations of Dane county have taken 
interest in this phase of the court 
work, and have shown so. much will- 
ingness to co-operate that I am glad 
to appoint three women members oJ 
thi,s board as follows: Mrs. Editt 
E. Hoyt, who is now giving part oJ 
her time to the university extension 
division, and in connection with 
regular work has written a text on 
problems .of the home and care of 
children; Mrs. John Donald, who in 
addition to doing social work in 
Madison, has given a great deal of 
her time to the war work while Mr. 
Donald wae overseas; and Mrs. Her- 
man 0. Jonas, who is a friendly vis- 
itor and who has been doing other 
social work in Madison for many 
years. As it will be necessary for 
tho board to meet" at least weekly, 
therefore for convenience sake and 
to save expense, I have cited all 
three women from Madison. 


PURCELL CHAIRMAN 


"As these women have had a very 


limited, if any, actual court expert 
ence, I have appointed Mr. T. _ C. 
Purcell, the Dane county probation 
officer, as a member and chairman 
of that body. 
In order to acquaint 


Mr, Purcell fully with his duties and 
the laws appertaining thereto, an-1 
with my interpretation of the laws 
pertaining to juvenile, mothers' pen. 
sions and domestic relations cases, I 
have during the past three years 
called upon him' to be present at all 
the bearings when it was possible 
for him to do so, so that Mr.. Por- 
cell is fully conversant with the laws 
in these cases. 
While this cody is 


the first, both m Dane county, and 
the state, to combine the child wel- 
fare and probation work, and the 
members appointed cannot be said 
to have performed the functions de- 
manded by this combination, yet 
they have had so rich social experi- 
ence in and out of court that they 
are acknowledged to be admirably 
qualified for the new work.

" !fIris congress has a mandate fresh from the people to again 
(function. 


Under the constitution the senate has the power and duty 


to consider and confirm or reject treaties submitted, by the 
president. That implies that senators under their oaths will 
carefully and conscientiously weigh and decide upon the merits 
or demerits of the proposed treaty. This duty is now being ex- 
ercised by the senate in an orderly and dignified manner. ' 


Since this government was founded no such important docu- 


ment has ever been placed before that body for its approval 
This much is recognized by the president. 


Does it not then seem strange that while this treaty is un- 


der consideration before the senate that the president should 
stump the country ai the expense of its treasury to bring politi- 
cal pressure on a co-ordinate branch of the government to force 
confirmation? And is it not stranger still that the president 
of the United States should hurl at the senators snch phrases as 
"put up or shut up" and "contemptible quitters"? Certainly 
we hope the senators' win not retort in kind however much the 
justification and temptation, The president admits that he quit 
on important points for which we fought in the .war. Bat no 
one has applied the epithet "contemptible quitter" to him al- 
though he has not been held blameless. It is the senators who 
now differ from the president that are holding fast to the high 
ideals of the president who led as into war. It is the president 
•who has yielded principle for expediency and he should not be 
illnatured simply because some who have followed him .forward 
into the fight for democracy refuse, to follow him when he orders 
a retreat.
